Veal Is the flesh of the oalf, killed 


\vtfen fr.om six to eight weeks old. 


Meat from a younger animal 
Is 


called "bob veal" and Is not,lit for 
Cood, being unwholesome and- liable 
to cause serious gastric disturbances. 
The sale of bob veal Is prohlblted_by 
law In many states. 


If the flesh has been taken from an 


animal too young for food It will'be 
flabby and pale, sometimes even of 
a bluish tinge, while good veal; has a 
pinkish colored meat and a rather 
firm white fat 


Milk fed veal is always Considered 


the'test, although a good quality 
may be secured on a diet or meal and 
milk, If'wisely proportioned. Grass 
fed veal is the poorest. It Is lean, dry 
and darker colored. 


Veal contains a much smaller pef: 


'centage-of fat than beef or'mutton, 
and though obtained.from a younger 
anloal, Is more difficult to digest, and 
less nutritious! 


It must also be remenVbere^ that 


the meat from young animals does 
not keSp so well as that o4 older 
ones, so veal should be .eaten only 
when known to bo sfrlctly fresh. -, 


Prime veal is fine grained, tender 


and juicy; faint pink flesh;1 very'lit- 
tle edge fat; and other fat firm and 
white. 


Veal Is deficient In flavor, and is 


usually cooked with 
some 
other. 


meats. 
It is to this characteristic 


lack of flavor and to ths delicacy of 
the texture that Its popularity Is due. 


Veal may be obtained at any time 


during the year, but It Is "in sea- 
son" during the months of spring.

LAKE MUST SEASON. 


"A lake must be allowed to season 


before it is stocked with fish," said , 
Moore's reply. 
"This is due to the j 


fact that new lakes are not conducive 
to the good health of young fish and 
they die very rapidly, leaving the 
lake in bad shape for restotking." 


The fisheries bureau eventually will 


be willing to provide fish aplenty for 
the lake, Moore indicated. He has 
agreed to send a representative of the 
Fisheries Bureau to Decatur in the 
near future to look over the'situation 
tincl study the lake, with a view to as- 
certaining just what varieties of fish 
•will thrive there. 


EXPERT COMING. 


This expert will also consult with 


Wilson M. Bering, secretary of the 
Decatur Water Supply Co./avo ascer- 
tain how' the lake water will be con- 
trolled and how often it is planned 
to change it. Mayor C. M. Borchers 
will also be consulted in regard to 
municipal interest in the project, it 
Xas stated at the fisheries office. 


Dr. Moore emphasized the fact that 


not only must the lake be seasoned 
before fish were placed in It, but that 


Lfew fish would be introduced at the 


start and these would not represent 
many varieties. 
Gradually, however, 


additional fish will be sent to De- 
catur and new varieties will be tried 
out until the lake has received as 
many as it can well support, allowing 
f.->r natural increases.

day and Monday.

PROBABLY' WON'T LIKE IT.

time it' was felt that perhaps we 
should escape it; there grew up a 
feeling that we were wisely inclined 
to look to two responsible parties for 
government and legislation; and it 
was frequently pointed out that WB 
were getting better results from this 
than Europeans were getting from 
their dozens of parties. 


Some- time since President Hard- 


Ing made an address m which he 
tried to persuade members of con- 
gress to drop their blocs and go back 
lo the older and safer practise. 
In 


this the President had considerable 
support from the country, but not 
enough to stem the menacing tide 
that is rolling in. Blocs seem to be 
prospering, while responsible party 
government 
is in 
daily 
growing 


danger of being pushed into the dis- 
card". 


It isn't at all likely we shall be 


pleased ivith the results that will fol- 
low this change. 
We may expect 


that many other blocs will get es- 
tablished, after which we shall have 
much of our most important legisla- 
tion from a dozen or more "minori- 
ties." 
We are having some of this 


right now, and it isn t the promising 
kind. Also it is the kind that will 
not improve with age—it takes on 
the senility of years and never learns 
lessons of experience. 


SPEED AND 
SMASHVPS 


Saturday 
last there was a bad 


smashup on the Dixie Highway road, 
somewhere between Danville 
and 


Chicago. One of the cars was going 
at great speed, which makes a suf- 
ficient first chapter for the story 


Those who have driven over that 


long stretch of'good road have won- 
dered why there is not a story of a 
bad siaashup nearly every day of the 
week, with two on Sunday. 


If you are driving along that road 


at 25 to 30 miles an hour, all the 
speed that is safe, some driver dash- 
es by you in a way to make you. feel 
you are doing little more than creep- 
ing along. 
This is sure to happen 


many times between Danville and 
Chicago, possibly as many as fifty 
times 
Some of those drivers who 


whiz by must be going close to fifty 
miles an hour, and occasionally there 
is one exceeding this speed. 


It is too fast, entirely too fast The 


smashups are not numerous but hair- 
breadth escapes are 
The good roads 


of Illinois should be put to better 
use; and still one Is quite sure this 
will not be until there are people to 
see that It is done. It is'something 
that demands attention right now. 


THEY DON'T TELL 
ALL. 


We are in the time of year when 


we may expect to read frequently in 
weather reports -that central Illinois 


shows up as about the hottest place 
in the country—that Is hottest of 
the places that get reported. 
We 


have to put up with this, for of 
course it Is something away beyond 
our control. 


However, the hottest spots don't 


get reported. We don't get returns 
from Imperial Valley out in C^i- 
fornia, perhaps because the valley is 
in that state and might give the 
whole place a bad reputation. Cali- 
fornia people are experts in handling 
publicity In a situation of this kind. 
And there are other spots In Arizona 
that we don't hear from. 


This ia mentioned-vso that we may 


take thought and gather some com-

Sunlight and Children

A growing plant does not thrive in 


the dark. It needs sunlight as well 
as fresh air. A growing baby is tho 
same. It is not enough that it is fed 
sufficient and properly, that it gets 
fresh air often. It must have sun- 
light too. 


In a recent number of the Ameri- 


can Journal of Public Health, Hesg 
describes the treatment of cases of 
rickets, oy freciuent short exposures 
of direct sunlight. 


When the babies were exposed to 


the sun daily for about 15 minutes to 
an hour, he says they not only im- 
proved in general vigor and nutn- 
tion but the signs of rickets rapidly 
disappeared. 


First the children's legs, and then 


their arms, and, when the wea-ther 
was mild, their chests 
and backs 


were exposed.

is not 


flue to the light rays, but tc^ what 
uas been termed the actinic or chem- 
ical rays 
These, Hess says, have 


but little 
penetrating 
power 
and 


cannot pierce the clothing. 


Such experiences show the need of 


improving the housing conditions of 
the poor, and the elimination of the 
dark tenements. 
They indicate that 


sunlight 
is not a luxury for the 


growing child but a necessity, that in 
depriving the infant of sunlight, we 
'are 
depriving 
him 
of something 


which is necessary to his normal 
growth' 


As regards rickets, it shows that 


the disorder Is not simply oJ a dletlc 
nature; that It is both dletlc and 
hygienic; that it Is not 
sufficient 


for a baby merely to be breast-fen, 
that It needs its share of sunlight. 


In stressing the importance of sun 


light. 
It should 
still 
be borne in 


mind that cod llver'oll Is a specific 
for rickets; that It will prevent Its 
occurrence, or cure the disorder.

Gets Some Changes to Help 


the Carriers. 


J. H. Hill, Decatur's postmaster, 


made a trip over all the rural routes 
•erved out of Decatur and completed 
that Inspection July 1." The post of- 
fice 
regulations require that such 


an inspection be made each year 
»nd Mr. Hill went along with each 
carrier and looked at the location 
of every one of the 1407 boxes on the 
nine routes .served from this post of- 
lice whereby 1501 families receive 
their mail. 


ROADS GOOD. 


The distance covered by the rural 


carriers averages twenty-six 
miles 


each and Mr. Hill found the roads in 
most cases in very good condition. 
Where such conditions did not exist 
Mr. Hill expects to take up the sub- 
ject with the various highway com- 
missioners for 'heir correctipn. 


COMMENDS COMMITTEE. 


In a formal letter to the press Mr. 


Hill says: "I want to commend the 
state aid road committee ana 
the 


county superintendent of highways 
for their assurance of co-operation in 
bettering conditions on state roads. 


"In some places patrons can im- 


prove the conditions in regard to 
service by more advantageously lo- 
cating the boxes for the convenience 
of the carriers.' 


CO-OPERATION. 


Mr. Hill was much interested in 


the attitude of those served by the 
rural service to the carriers, their 
spirit of co-operation and willingness 
to make things as easy as possible 
for them. 


In a few cases where this spirit 


-was lacking the 
urbane, 'pleasant 


spoken and usually very patient I>e- 
catur postmaster showed the errors 
of their ways. Where this had no ef- 
fect a cessation of delivery of tho 
mail brought results. 


HE FOUND TIME. 


One man simply "did not have the 


time" to move the box a little dis- 
tance so as to make the delivery of 
tha mail possible for the 
carrier 


without danger of petting stuck in a 
bad place in the, road—but a court- 
eous letter saying that the delivery 
of the mail would cease after a cer- 
tain date unless cunditioris were rem- 
edied proved to that man that he did 
have time to move that box.

smooth brought the needed Improve- 
ment. 


However, with remarkably few ex- 
• 


ceptions, the postmaster found a fine 
spirit of appreciation and co-opera- | 
tion toward the carriers as well as 
a feeling of good fellowship and 
good will.
